The terrible motor accident at Tsun Wan on Christmas Day. 
which resulted in the denth of Mrs, J. E. Anderson. was followed 
by another motor mishap last evening in the New Territories, in- 
volving Mrs. .¥. C. Cheng of ‘No. 115, Waterloo Road, Kowloon, 
and Mrs. M. 8. Tong of No. 107 Waterloo Road, the last named 
being admitted to the Kowloon Hospital in a very critical condl- 
tion; suffering from severe head in{jurles. 

It appears that the car, a Morris Eight, driven by Mrs. 
Cheng, was returning from the race meeting at Kwanti and. 
when near Kau Lung Wan, at about the 193/-mile stone, a heavier 
built car came up from behind and, in attempting to overtake the 
Morris forced it off the road, the car falling over the bank into 
a stream some 10 fect below.’ Both occupants were badly shaken, 
Mrs. Tong being picked up in.an unconscious condition, having 
sustained severe head injuries. 
Enquiries from. Dr. J. C. 
Smalley, Medical .Oficer in 
Charge of the Kowloon Hospi- 
tal, at 9.45 p.m. last night eli- 
cited the information that 
Mrs. Tong was suffering from 
severe -hend injuries ond that 
her. condition was “not at all 
good.” : .

The Christmas celebrations in 
Hong Kong were marred by & 
fatal motor accident in Tsun Wan, 
in the Castle Peak district on Fri- 
day, involving the death of Mra. 
Anderson, wife of Mr. J. E 
Anderson of the well-known music 
store bearing his name. 


It is learned that Mrs. Anderson 
was travolling in a motor car, 
drivon by her husband, to Kow- 
loon when near a narrow road be- 
low the Tsun Wan Police Station, 
a lorry Joaded with fron bars was 
seen approaching from the oppo- 
site direction. At the time there 
was another - lorry, londed with 
bricks, parked at the side of the 
road. The lorry with the fron 
bara, it is stated, drew up in order 
that the car might pass and it was 
while doing so that the car coll{d- 
ed with somo of the projecting 
fron bars.’- . 


TRAGIC DECISION 


Later details reveal that Mra. 
Anderson was sitting in the back 
of a small car while her husband 
was driving in front with oa 
friend. They had originally in- 
tended going to sce a new flat 
they were taking in Waterloo Road 
but in order to waste some time 
they decided to take a run out to 
the 10-milestone on Castle Peak 
Road. a :

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The World’s Most Isolated 

Women ae 

HE women of Tristan da 
Cunha are surely the most 
isolated in the world. Tristan 
do Cunha is the Iargeat of a 
xroup of islands 2000 miles west 
of the Cape of Good Hope. 

Up to 1816 Tristan da Cunha 
was uninhabited; it was then 
garrisoned iby the British for 
fear that friends of Napoleon 
might use it a8 o base for efforts 
to secure his escape from St. 
Helena. When the xarrison 
‘waa withdrawn, in the follow- 
ing year, three of the men elect- 
ed to remain, one being Corporal 
Willlams Glass, who had with 
him hia wife and two children. . 

One of the frequent ship- 
wrecks on the island brought 
three other mon, who chose to 
stay; occasionally. a member of 


a whaler's crew decided to make ~ 


hia home on the jaland. 

In 1826 five of the men’ asked 
the captain of a whaler to bring 
them wives from St. Helena, 
which he did—five women, one 
an widow with four children. 


Life On The Island ; 


HE island life is apparently 
healthy. One of the five 
bachelors, Thomas Hill Swain, 
who always claimed to be the 
seaman who caught Nelson 
when he fell at Trafalgar, died 
at the age of 108 from n wound 
to his eye. caused by a flying 
splinter when he was chopping/ 
wood! Peter William Green, 2 
Dutch sailor who, in 1846, de- 
«wided to remain after’ being 
‘shipwrecked on the island, and 
vecame the headman, ved .o 
the age of 94. There have been 


-other recruits including two 


Italian sailors; and some of the 
younger generation havo left to 
settle in South Africa, or to 
wander the world. ; 

The island is nearly circular 
in shape, with a greatest diame- 
ter of seven miles; but the cen- 
tral peak rvara to a height of 
7,640 feet; and, owing to the pre- 
ciptous nature of the country,, 
there are .only about twelve 
square miles of habitable land. 
It is fairly productive, fish is 
plentiful; and live stock from 
originals supplied by the Bri- 
tish Government are numerous. 
No Money : 

HERE are 16 dwellings in 
the little village, all with, 
windows facing the north, from 
which direction, in the low Inti- 
tude of the island, the only sun 
comes, 

There is no money.' The 
islands obtain clothes or rough 
‘material to make them, mainly 
alungaree, from whaling ships in 
exchange for island commodi- 
ties. By request these whalers . 
sometimes bring other commodi- 
ties of civiliantion.- At one time 
a British warship visited the 
inland once a year; but for ono, 
long two years, .whon the whal- 
ers which normally were “regu- 
Jar visitors had changed their 


’ grounds, no vessels at all came 


to the islands. 

“Occasionally, beside the whal- 
ers, a vease) bound for Buenos 
Alres to Cape Town will give ita 
passengers a look at ‘the world’s 
loneliest spot. :

HE first train murder (in — 


England) took place in 


1864, On the night of Satur- 
day, July 9, a suburban train on 
the North London railway was 
boarded by two bank clerks who 
entered an empty first class car- 
riage. They had scarcely sat 
.down when one called the 
other's attention to bloodstains 
on his hand. -They. left the 
compartment and called — the 
guard, who discovered —blood- 
stains on the cushions, on the 
window, and on the handle of 
the door, He found a hat, stick, 
and bay, which he removed. 
The carriage was locked up and 
taken to Bow station. 


Half an hour later the driver 
of a train of empty carriages 
noticed a dark object on the 
line. He stopped his train, got 
down, and found that the object 
was the body of a man lying be- 
tween the rails. The man was 
still alive, but quite unconscious 

“from wounds inflicted on his 
head. He was soon identified 
as Thomas Briggs, chief clerk in 
the bank of Robarts & Co. He 
remained unconscious until his 
death twenty-four hours later; 
he was. close on seventy. 


The police took up the enquiry 
and found that Briggs had din; 


ed with some relations at Peck: 


ham and had left their house at 
8.30. At Fenchurch streot. he 


sr 


had been seen by the ticket collec- 
tor, The bag and stick were 
recognised as his, but not the 
hat; his own had disappeared, 
and that left in the, carriage 
waa lower in the crown than the 
ordinary high hat, and inside it 
was the name of the maker, J. 
Hf. Walker, and his address. 


This hat seemed to be the only 
possible clue to the identity of 
the assailant. It was assumed 
that Mr. Briggs had been at- 
tacked while dozing; robbery 
had been the motive, for though 
$25 in money had been left .in 
his pocket, his-gold watch and 
chain and gold eyeglasses were 
missing. It “seemed probable 
that after the crime the assail- 
aint had pushed his body cout of 
the carriage. 


“Rewards were offered. The 
first clue came from a jeweller 
of the not Inappropriate name 
of Death, who said that on Mon- 
day, July 11, a mun of about 
thirty, apparently a German but 
spenking good English,*had call- 
ed at his shop in Cheapside and 
had exchanged for a gold chain 
and a ring valued at $17.60 a gold 
Albert chain which Death — re- 
cognised as one worn by Mr, 
Briggs in the night of the mur- 
der, 


For six days longer rumour 
was busy, but on July 18 a cab- 
man iamed Jonathan Matthews 


made a statement to the police 


‘ which was of the highest value. 


He said that he had heard no- 
thing of the: murder—he did not 
appear to be a bright man—un- 
til a man on the cab rank spoke 
of the jeweller named Death. 


He then remembered that he 


had seen this name on a jewel- 
ler’'s cardboard box which had 
been given to his Httle girl by 
a young German named Franz 
Muller who had at one time 
been engaged to one of Mat- 
thews daughters. Muller, it ap- 
peared, was a, native of Saxe- 


Weimar, twenty-five years old. © 


He had been ae as a tailor, 
but he was dissatisfied and had 
declared ‘his intention of seek- 
ing his fortune in America. 


He had left England on Fri- 
day, July 15, by the-sailing ship 
Victorian, bound for New York. 


The hat found In the railway 
carrluge was shown to Mat- 
thews, who immediately fdenti- 
fied it as one he had himself 
bought for Muller at the shop 
of Mr. Walker, whose name was 
in the hat. He was also able to 
give the’ police no photograph of 
Muller. This was shown to Mr. 
Death, who at once fentified it 
as that of the man who on Mon- 
day, July 11, had visited his 
shop to exchange Mr. Briggs’ 
gold chain. 


The case was entrusted to In- 


epector Tanner, who was des- | 


eribed by one of his colleagues 
as the most brilliant detective 
in the Yard. At any rate no 
time was lost. Matthews made 
his statement Inte on July 18, 
and on the following evening 
Tanner, accompanied by Detec- 
tive Sergeant Clarke, the jewel-. 
lor, Death,-and the cabman, Mat- 


thews, was on his way to Liver-

poo) with a warrant for Muller's 
arrest. 

On July 20 they embarked on 
the steamship City of Manches- 
ter, which was timed to arrivo 
at New York two or three weeks 
before the sailing ship Victoria, 


In those days there was no 
wireless telegraphy to inform 
the police that their quarry was 
on board the Victoria, Inspec- 
tor Tanner and hia party nrriv- 
ed in New York on ‘Aug. 6 and 
had to wait twenty days before 
the Victoria came in. By that 
time New York had become as 
excited as London over the ex- 
pected arrival of Muller. 


The Victoria arrived, and the 


oflicers boarded her in the pilot - 


boat. The steerage passengers 
were ordered off for medical

Muller was repre- 
sented by Chnuncey Schaffer, He 
(Schaffer) made no reference to 
tho charge in his speech, but he 
appealed eloquently to pre- 
judice.

| the claims arising out of the de- 


predations of the privateer Aln- 
bama were submitted to arbitra- 
lion’ and he argued that the 
wickedness of the British had 
made any extradition treaty a 
_dend letter. It Was a fine hit of 
oratory, but extradition was 
granted. and on September 3 
Muller and hia captors sailed for 
England ‘on the steamship Etna. 
Considering that the Civil war 
betaveen the north and the south 
was then raging, it was quick 
work. 


The Etna reached London on 


September 19. Muller's conduct” 


on the voyage had been exemp}- 
ary; He was taken to Bow strect 
to be charged and was’ then re- 
moved to Holloway prison, 


One fresh piece ‘of evidence 
was in the hands of the prosecu 
tion. The hattersa who made Mr. 
Brigys’ hats identified the hat 
found in Muller’a box as one 
made by them, but it had been 
cut down one and a half inches 
antl sewn together by an ama- 
teur and not as a hatter would 
have done it; moreover, the part 
of the lining on which the 
maker’s name waa shown had 
been cut away. 

Muller was tried at the Cen- 
tral Criminal court on October 
27. The court was crowded, and 
there was-a big array of distin- 
guished counsel.

by external circumstances, which 
showed a much more useful 
quality. But T had to admit 
that it was ‘an open question, 
Lhave never yet dodged the pud- 
ding, though sometimes I muat 
plead guilty to a very small 
slice. 


Trees And Mistletoe 


FTER all, if we are slow to 
drop any of our customs, 

we have shown a good deal of 
adaptability in adopting them. 
The Christmas tree is of course 


of German origin. It is conaid- 


erably more recent than the 
Carols, of which the University 
Christian Association, by the 
way, gave us a specially well sel- 
ected and specially well sung 
programme Inst Sunday. The 
big audience showed its appre- 
ciation ‘not only by its applause, 
but by applauding the best 
items for éncores. In the argu- 
ment about adaptability versus 
retentiveness it should not be~ 
overlooked that even if a good 
thing does drop out for a time, 
it fa pretty sure to be revived. 
In the days ef Henry VI, and 
the early part of the reign of 
Henry VIL England was recog- 


nised throughout Europe as tho 
home of music, and our cathe- 
drals and churches were famil- 
Jar with anthems and part-songs 
and carols that were hidden 
away in the library or the ves- 
try at the advent of the grow- 
ing influence of Geneva which 
confused dullness with rever- 
ence, The large collections now: 
published have saved much of 
this material from destruction, ° 
though we shall never know 
what has been irretrievably lost. 
At any rate the Tree and the 
Carol are definitely Christian, 
the Mistletoe is not only pagan, 
but was the token of the priml- 
tive religion of our ancestors 
before the days even of the days 
of the lax form of Christianity 
introduced during the Roman 
occupation, and never  oxtinct 
during the long interval before 
St, Augustine of. Cantorbury 
landed near Margate. It is a very 
unsensonable thought, to ‘recol- 
lect some of the scenes enacted 
by the Druids round. a tree that 
was found to be marked by & 
branch of mistletoe. But any 
apooks that may have haunted 
the ancient forests must long 
ago have found themsclves as 
much out of place in our merry- 
makings as the ghost in tho film 
that “went West”. There was 
‘something, by the way, rather 
significant in that film. Ghosts 
seem to be less adaptable than 
human beings. The Amercian 
ghost—say from the ‘House 
with Séven Gables’”—would not 
bear transplanting if they tried 
to “go East’. Every country 
has ita own ghosts,, but they 
are never immigrants. The life 
of a nation would not be so in- 
teresting and varied if it had 
no ghosts at all, but at least we 
do not want any importations. 
In China at any rate it would be 
a good wish for the New Year 
that quite a lot of ghosts should 
be laid for ever. That that should 
happen, and not by gun-fire, is 
our best wish for 1937 to all our 
renders, , .
